Idsbon, Portugal, Oct. 5—The long- 
awaited revolution in Portugal has 
broken out. Lisbon is in the hands of 
the Republicans, the Royal Standard 
has been torn from the palace and the 
revolutionary flag raised in its place. 
Some reports have it that King Mauuei 
prisoner, The army and navy 
have added their support to trans- 
forming the monarchy Into a republic 
and the movement which was begun 
Tuesday itn the capital is likely to 
spread quickly throughout the coun- 
try. The warships began bombarding 
the palace at 2 o'clock in the after- 
noon with small show of resistance 
and soon the supporters of the mon- 
archy were forced to capitulate.

Telegraphic communication with 
Lisbon has been cut off but wireless 
despatches from vessels lying off Lis- 
bon have amply confirmed the fact 
that the revolution is a serious one. 


British Cruisers Speeding to Lisbon, 

Gibraltar, Oct. 5—The British cruis- 
ers Newcastle and Minerva sailed from 
here today, speeding at full speed for 
Lisbon. 

The admiralty today received a 
wireless despatch containing news of 
the revolution at Lisbon, but giving 
even fewer details than the press de- 
spatches of last night. Upon the re- 
ceipt of this message orders were sent 
to Gibralter for the despatch immedi- 
ately of two cruisers to watch British 
interests in the troubled country. The 
cruiser Newcastle, W ‘hich had Just | 
reached Gibralter en jute for China, 
proceeded today for visbon and was 
followed by the cruiser Minerva. Be- 
yond the wireless message received 
by the admiralty the foreign office has 
no word of the revolution. 

No News at Legation. 

The Portugese legation here also is 
without official advice. Acting on the 
news despatches, however, the Mar- 
quise De Several, Portuguese minister 
to Great Britain, called at the foreign 
office early today and had a long con- 
ference with Sir Edward Grey, foreign 
secretary. Sir Arthur Nicholson, the 
new permanent secretary of the for- 
eign offices, on hearing through pri- 
vate sources last night that telegraphic 
communication with Lisbon was in- 
terrupted has sent a cable message to 
the British minister, Sir F. H, Villiers, 
asking the cause of (he interruption. 
This message, like all other messages, 
was received at the cable office at the) 
sender's risk and as no response was 
received it is assumed that the tele- 
gtaph cable and cable stations in Por- 
tugal are in the possession of the rev- 
olutionists. : 

No Communication by Wire. 

The Eastern Telegraph Co. has had 
no communication with portugal since 
yesterday and the direct Spanish Cable 
company, which operates its wires 
through Spain, reports no communica- 
tion today beyond Madrid. 

The news of the revolution depres- 
sed foreign stocks fractionally on the 
stock exchange. Portuguese securi- 
ties fell from forty-eight to thirty-six | 
and consols eased 18 in sympathy. 
There was, however, not much selling 
and the pressure had little effect on 
other sections of the market. 

Was Not Unexpected, 

The Portuguese consulate also was 
without official information from Lis- 
bon. An official of the consulate said 
candidly that the news of a revolution 
was not unexpected.

AROUND THE CITY TITHIRTY-SEVEN KILLED | 


IN AN ILLINOIS WRECK 


Interurban Cars Collide Head On, 
Travelling Forty Miles Per Hour—| 
Sixteen Others Injured, Three Pro- 
bably Fatally, 

Springfield, Ills, Oct. 4.—Thirty 
people, of whom thirteen were wom- 
en, were killed, and twenty-six injurea 
late this afternoon when two inter- 
urban cars on the Iilinoia traction 
system collided head-on at Dickerson s 
Curve, two miles north of Staunton, 
Both cars were going at a high rate 
of speed and as the curve where they! 
met is at the bottom of a hill, botn 
were plunging down hill. They met 
right on the Curve and. so suGcden 
was the collision the motorman bare- 
ly escaped with their lives by Jump- 
ing. Both cars were demolished ana 
the dead, dying and injured were plea 
in a bloody mass, while the screams 
of the maimed and bleeeding added 
horror to the seene. , 

Disrcogardea Orders. 

The collision occurred between a 
local train No, 14 northbound and an 
excursion train, No, 73, headed to- 
wards St. Louls, The accident, ac- 
cording to present information, was 
due entirely to disregard of orders by 
the crew of the local train ‘ram 
No. 14 had orders to pass No, 16 at 
Staunton, The latter was running in 
two sections and the orders given to 
No. 14 explicit’ to pass botn! 
sections of the southbound train at 
Staunton 

The first section of 73 had 
when the crew of No. 14 pulled out 
on the main track, heedless of tne| 
second section, and started north. At
